LONDON, Nov. 24,—Virtually the 
whole of western Wallachia [south- 
west Roumania), with its 10,000 square 
miles, has fallen before the victorious 
sweep of Gen. von Falkenhayn’s army 
of Germans and Bulgarians. 
They today captured Orsova, the 
Hungarian stronghold at the entrance 
of the Iron Gate of the Danube, and 
Turnu-Sevarin, a big shipbuilding cen- 
ter a few miles to the southeast at the 
exit of the “Gate.” Thus the Rouma- 
nians were swept out of the last bit of 
territory they held in western Walla- 
chia. 

MAKE A SWIFT ADVANCE. 

Today saw the Teutons get off to a 
flying start on the second phase of the 
Roumanian campaign—the march on 
Bucharest, the Roumanian capital. 
Von Falkenhayn’s troops continued 
swift drive eestward from 


the Wallachian plain as far as the Alt 
(Aluta) river, an advance in two days 
of about.thirty-five miles. 

The Aluta river constitutes a for- 
midable military obstacle. e swift 
mountain torrent in the upper reaches 
broadens out with many arms on the 
plain. The bridge at Slatina is more 
than 400 yards long. The Roumanians 
in this region are concentrating for 
their new unq;ot defense. 


ATTACK FROM THE SOUTH.

of the Roumanian capital, flung power- 
ful forces at the Roumanians along the 
entire Danube line south and southwest 
of Bucharest. Savage fighting is going 
on, with the advantage favoring the in- 
vaders.

Meanwhile the Russo - Roumanian 
forces in the Dobrudja are making des- 
perate efforts to turn Von Mackensen 
from his Bucharest dfive. With a be- 
lated show of strength these troops 
smashed forward today along the whole 
front, overwhelmed five villages, and 
reached a line less than fifteen miles 
north of Constanza and the railroad to 
Cernavoda. 

The Russian war office announces that

Nature may handicap this move, as 
the Danube is reported overflowing its 
banks, causing floods in many parts of 
the Dobrudja. — 

OPENS THE RIVER ROUTE. 

The most important effect of the cap- 
ture of Orsova and Turnu-Geverin is the 
assistance it gives to Von Mackensen 
in his Bucharest drive. 

The opening of the German commun!- 
cations along the Danube will permit of 
the reinforcing of his army of invasion 
and remove all danger of flank attack 
against his troops. At the same time 
the continued pressure of Falkenhayn’'s 
forces on the Roumanians to the west 
of Bucharest is making Mackensen's 
task simpler and opening up possibilities 
for a decisive victory.

H Clay Arbutle, the $10,000 a year 
dye tor at 19 years of age, with 
$10, worth of platinum—most of his 
figures run in tens of thousande—in his 
possession, was arrested yesterday in 
New York after a somewhat spectacular 
disappearance from his homes in Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee. 

Out at 3040 Rokeby street, where 
young Arbutle maintained an apartment 
for his personal entertainment when he 
came to Chicago for his week-ends, there 
was no one at home but the caretaker. 


Milwaukee Too Slow. 

“He was a young fellow with big 
ideas, said the woman. He said Mu- 
waukee was too slow for him and he was 
always trying to get his dye firm to move 
from Milwaukee to Chicago so he could 
have more fun. He didn’t seem to care 
for giris, but pe Crank gems ond he wag 
fond of automobiling.”’ 

Arbutle was arrested in New York as 
he was trying to dispose of the $10,000 
worth of platinum alleged to have been 
stolen from the plant of the Internation- 
al Dye company of Milwaukee. The 
arrest was made by detectives employed 
by William Oesterreich, president ot the 

any. 


Arbutle produced. 
After his arrest Arbutle Insisted his 


tent. He said he went east to purchase 
cheanicals. 
The Dye Story. 

Several months ago Henry Wilceus 
of Chicago handed Mr. Oesterreich, who 
is regarded as an authority on dyes, 
some samples. He said they had been 
made by a boy of 19. 

Mr. Oesterreich sent for Arbutle. He 
told the youth that if he could reproduce 
the dyes in his presence he would pay 
him $10,000 a year, a bonus of $10,000 
when 26,000 pounds of dyes were ready 
for the market, and a block of stock in 
a company he would form. Arbutle 


agreed. 
Boy a Dye Genius. 

“The boy possessed an almost unbe- 

lievable knowledge of chemistry relative 
to dyes, said Mr. Oesterreich. He 
told me he never studied in school, that 
he had picked up what he knew in Penn- 
Sylvania. I would call him almost a 
freak. 5 
He has produced wonderful dyes. 
One shade of yellow, which is espe- 
clally hard to get, he made perfectly. 
I had him repeat the operation four 
times and sent it out to four chem- 
ists .for tests. They came back with 
identical results and analyses. 
„And the cost of production was less- 
ened greatly because he used crude oil 
in place of certain coal tar products 
used heretofore. He had to make only 
five colors to satisfy me—black, red, 
yellow, brown, and green. 

Lam relieved that he has been found. 
I do not understand how he happened 
to leave suddenly. terhaps his close 
application to his work—he spent some- 
times fifteen hours in the laboratory— 
had something to do with it.

Master 5 
Steals Autos 
to Repay Victims 


In a cell in the detective bureau the 
police are holding a man caught in the 
act of stealing the automobile of Isaac 
Karpen of 5406 Michigan avenue. To 
Detectives Michael Mulvey and An- 
thony Kaiser he gave the name of Fred 
Fuller. 

The detectives dean from him the con- 
fession that he had stolen dozens of 
automobiles and sold them through ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers. He told 
them further that he often inserted ad- 
vertisements to sell machines before 
stealing them. Then upon learning the 
make of machine a prospective customer 
wanted he would go into the loop to 
steal it. 


Finger Prints Prove It. 

The two detectives took him to the 
identification bureau, where his finger 
prints were taken. It was then discov- 
ered that the man is Irwin L. Thacker, 
known as the master forger and once 
dubbed the cleverest criminal in Amer- 
ica’ by William A. Pinkerton. Thacker 
attempted to deny his identity. 

Then he admitted it and told why he 
had adopted the role of an auto thief, 
after having obtained almost a half mil- 
lion dollars by forgery within the last 
ten years. In that time he had been sent 
to prison a half dozen times, but always 
had been given his liberty after serving 
a few months. 

His forgeries and embezszsiements in 
Chicago alone are said to amount to a 
quarter of a million. 

The oll firm of Cosden & Co. of Chi- 
cago gave Thacker a chance and em- 
ployed him at a salary of $25 a week. 
He worked for them four years and was 
phomoted.

If ratification by either gov- 
ernment is withheld, the work of the 
conference will be declared at an end. 
Where “the adjourned sessions of the 
commission will be held was not deter- 
mined when the conference was finished.

THE PEACE PACT 
WITH MEXICO 


Following is a paraphrase of the 
protocol signed yesterday in Atlan- 
tic City by the American-Mexican 
peace commissioners: 

First—The American troops now in 
Chihuahua commanded by Gen. John 
J. Pershing shall be withdrawn with- 
in forty days from the approval of 
the protocol by the respective gov- 
-ernments provided that within that 
time the conditions in that part of 
Mexico have not become such as to 
endanger the American borcer. In 
such event the time shall be ex- 
tended / 

Second—The Mexican army shall 
patrol the Mexican side of the border 
and the American army the Amer- 
ican side, but this shall not pre- 
clude codperation between the two 
forces to preserve peace upon te 
border. 

Third—It shall be left to the com- 
manding officers of the armies on the 
border of both nations to enter into 
such arrangements for codperation 
un operations agains: bandits when- 
ever it is possible.

EXTENSION NEXT 
IN CHICAGO PLAN 


Commission Announces Begin- 
ning of Third Project in 
5 Development. 


The Twelfth street widening is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. Court proceedings for 
the Michigan avenue improvement are 
approaching a successful conclusion. 
Now the Chicago plan commission an- 
nounces the beginning of a third project 


_ jin carrying out the scientific and artistic 


development of Chicago. 

The newest improvement is the exten- 
sion of Ogden avenue, from Union park 
to Lincoln park, at a cost of $4,000,000, 
Coupled with this scheme are proposals 
for the widening and improvement of 
Ashland avenue, Robey street, and some 


other north and south street on the west 


side. 

An immediate campaign to put through 
the Ogden avenue project was author- 
ized by the executive committee of the 
plan commission. 


Diagonally Across Blocks. 

The proposed extension, which is com- 
parable in its monumental character to 
the Twelfth street widening, will cut 
diagonally through a score or more city 
blocks for a distance of nearly three 
miles. Hundreds of buildings will have 
to be moved or amputated to make 
way for the new street, which will be 
108 feet wide, and at many corners it is 
proposed to create little triangular parks 
on land left vacant through the proxim- 
ity of the thoroughfares. 
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some extent the original course as laid 
out in the plan of Chicago in order to 
make Ogden avenue connect with Lin- 
coln avenue at Lincoln park. The ad- 
vantage of thus connecting two great 
arteries was held to justify the change. 

The course of the extension, as now 
proposed, will be northeast from Union 
[park to Halsted street, near the river, 
thence diverted on Halsted street across 
the river for a block and a. half, and 
thence northeast again to Lincoln ave- 
nue at Lincoln park. It will require 
three subways under railroads, a 
viaduct and a new bridge ‘over the 
river. } 

“Every member of the committee,” 
ald Charles H. Wacker, chairman of 
the Chicago Plan commission, “ real- 
ized the importance of launching this 
improvement as quickly as posible, now 
that the Michigan avenue, Twelfth 
street and Forest Preserve projects are 
sure of completion, in order that it may 
dovetail into their usefulness.” 


| - Reasons for Extension. 

Five reasons for the extension are set 
out in a statement issued by the com- 
mission. They are: 

First, its importance as a diagonal

“INVOLUNTARY SERVITUDE.” 

While threatening the country with a nation- 
wide railroad strike, the leaders of organized labor 
declare that a limitation of their power to accom- 
plish this destruction would be establishing in- 
voluntary servitude.” 

This is a phrase to rouse the freeman’s soul. 
But What precisely does it mean as used by Mr. 


The proposal to which it is applied is in its 
essentials this: that men who voluntarily engage 
in the e. of eee 
the right to quit in a body, so as to paralyze trans- 
portation. } 

The proposal is based on a principle rigidly ap- 
plied to the railway corporations—namely, that 
| transportation is a public function necessary to 
the life dt the nation. The railways are quasi- 
public agencies. The men who operate them are 
quasi-public servants. They are not like employés 
of a private enterprise. They are more like fre- 
men, policemen, postmen, or soldiers. 

The phrase “involuntary servitude ” is of course 
a piece of rhetoric to arouse unthinking sentiment 
and suppress thinking. There is no proposal to 
force men into the service of the railroads, but if 
men freely elect to enter a service of necessity to 
the public they may as fairly be required to 
accept its conditions as @ doctor, a lawyer, a sol- 
dier, or a public official. The chief of these condi- 
tions should be that the men in charge of a public 
necessity shall not collectively desert. 

The right to strike is recognized where the em- 
ployment is a mere private industrial relation. A 
right to strike in a public service should not be 
recognized. 
The public has rights and interests which 
servants should be required to respect.

The Orchestra *s Tribute to Bryan Lathrop.

The unqualified greatness of the Orchestra th 
Beethoven does not call for reaffirmation every 
time Mr. Stock includes one of the symphonies; and 
the one drawn upon this week in the in-memoriam 
spirit, the “ Eroica,” is frequently a medium of the 
erganization’s skill. This skill was yesterday in a 
manifestation to excite regret that the symphony 
was not to be given in its entirety, in spite of the 
oft-expressed belief of those best qualified, perhaps, 
to say that the work takes its labeled character 
from the portions given.

It is not possible that the first movement has 
ever been played with more beauty, feeling, and 
dramatic effectiveness in contrasts.

| ‘LA MARQUISE 


R. SCARLETT SYNGE, who 
Was 80 severely denounced dy 
Lord Robert Cecil in the house 
of commons the other day in the 
3 name of the government for hav- 
ing visited Germany without official 
English authorization and for having 
fraternized there with the foes of Great 
Britain, is not a man but a woman, and 
half American at that. She is the Hon. 
Ella Scarlett Synge, was in America 
some eighteen months ago, and is a 
very clever physician with a rather re- 
markable career. 

Her father was the third Lord Abin- 
ger, a general of the British army, and 
her mother, who died a couple of years 
ago, was the daughter of Commodore 
G. A. Magruder of the United States 
navy. 

Lady Abinger had but one son, the 
fourth Lord Abinger, and three daugh- 
ters. When he died unmarried in 1904 
he left all the property at his disposal 
to his American mother, even granting 
her Inveriochy castle and the famous 
Inverlochy deer forest in Scotland for 
life, with a proviso that it should go 
to his cousin and successor in the peer- 
age on her death. The remainder of 
her fortune went on her demise to her 
daughters, the best known of them be- 
ing the Hon. Ella. 

The latter ts a bright eyed little bru- 
nette, and, like most small women, full 
of go and pluck. After having taken 
degrees of medicine in London, Paris, 
and Brussels she accepted the appoint- 
ment of physician to the late empress of 
Corea and to the princesses o: the reign- 
ing house of that far off country. from 
which she sent home to the Natural 
History museum in London a number 
of valuable ornithological and Z0- 
ological specimens which had fallen to 
her gun, including the pelts of two 
superb snow tigers. 

The Boer war seventeen years ago 
caused her to throw up her appoint- 
ment at Seoul, although it is said that 
her discovery that it was customary:in 
the event of one of the imperial pa- 
tients dying to put all the attending 
physicians to death so as to furnish the 
illustrious patient with a medical es- 
cort into the other world contributed 
to hasten her departure.

She did excellent service in the ambu- 
lances throughout the South African 
campaign in 1900-1901, and while thus 
engaged fell in love with a young offi- 
cer named Percy Hamilton Synge, 
whom, on the restoration of peace she 
married, and settled im British Colum- 
bia, at Vancouver. 
At the beginning of the. present war 
she took an active part in the organiza- 
tion. of the woman volunteer reserve 
of Canada, the object of which was to 
liberate every man for the firing line, 
the reserves in question being divided 
into seven unite—for field telephone lay- 
ing, for field oven construction, camp 
cooking and bread making, for signal- 
ing, for dispatch riding, for telegraphy, 
for interpreters, and for the Red Cross— 
one feature of which is stretcher work. 
Learning of the frightful conditions 
in Serbia the summer before last, she 
hastened thither in order to lend a help- 
ing hand in connection with the typhus 
epidemic.* But on the invasion of the 
Germans she Abandoned the British hos- 
pital unit to which she belonged, at- 
tached herself to German army, 
fraternized with its officers in Serbia 
and in Bulzafia, and eventually accept- 
ed an invitation from German friends 
to stay with them at Berlin and else-

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TRYING TO CRACK 


Harvard Choice Over Yale; 
Thousands Arrive for Game 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 24.—Football, 
prosperity and the high cost of living 
are intermingled here on the eve of the 
Harvard-Yale annual gridiron contest. 
While town and gown tonight discussed 
exhaustively the respective merits and 
wagered on the strength of the two 
elevens, the unaffiliated tradesman was 
making visitors groan under trebled and 
quadrupled prices for everything neces- 
sary for man and machine. 

This city has been the scene of many 
notable football struggles and large 
crowds of gridiron fans, but a record 
breaking rush of enthusiasts swamped 
New Haven. Hotel accommodations, 
unless reserved weeks jn advance, were 
entirely out of the qu<stion. 

Yale and Harvard legions are arriv- 
ing by train and automobile from all 
parts of the country. The motor traffic 
is far greater than ever before, and 
garage space cannot be had at any 
price. Hundreds of cars are being 
parked upon private property and their 
owners and guests being quartered in 
boarding houses and the homes of loca] 
residents. 


Expect 77,000 at Game. 
The real érush will begin in the 
morning, when long special trains from 
New York, Boston, and many inter- 
mediate points bring additional thou- 
sands that, with the motor car clan, will 
go to make up the 77,000 spectators at 
the game. More than 300 extra police 
have been sworn in to handle the 
traffic. 
Although the wagering odds have 
fluctuated considerably during the last 
twenty-four hours, Harvard continues to 
be a slight favorite. A majority of the 
bets have been laid at 10 to 9, with the 
Crimson cohorts giving the extra point 
to bring out Yale money. 
The Yale team finished its preparation 
wth a signal drill in the bowl, and it 
wss found that, despite the excellent 
drainage system, the field was water 
soaked and heavy from the rain of yes- 
terday.
